
Establish and support Stormwater Advisory 
Committee.  

ECY established and is supporting the advisory 
committee.

Develop with the assistance of the committee a 
Stormwater Management Strategy Plan.

ECYs draft Stormwater Management Plan includes 
some recommendations to the legislature.  The 
draft plan is expected by December 31, 2000, with 
a final plan due by June 30, 2001.

Initiate a study on stormwater management for 
transportation projects.  

WSDOT has hired a consultant.  Steering 
committee composed of the Stormwater Advisory 
Committee members has been designated.  Scope 
and timelines are available.  A report will be 
prepared in January 2001.

Begin compilation of Best Management Practices 
(BMP) for transportation projects.  

WSDOT compiled 90% of the stormwater 
treatment and control BMPs.  It includes erosion 
and sediment control BMPs.  Purpose of this 
project is to characterize BMP pollutant removal 
effectiveness and to provide direction on selection 
of BMPs based on water quality characteristics or 
needs.  The performance of the BMPs will be 
verified through testing.

Update and expand the scope of the 1992 
Stormwater Technical Manual.  

Draft Stormwater manual for western Washington 
was issued in August 2000.   Draft Stormwater 
manual for eastern Washington is planned for 
FY01-02.

Hold public workshops and training. Public comment period is September - November 
2000.  Final western Washington manual will be 
issued in January 2001.

Develop revisions to the Puget Sound Stormwater 
Management Program.  

PSAT developed draft amendments to the Puget 
Sound Stormwater Plan.  The draft amendments 
were approved by Puget Sound Council and Action 
Team.  The draft plan was available to the public in 
the fall of 2000.  Amended Puget Sound 
Stormwater Plan adoption is scheduled for January 
2001.

Coordinate the revisions with the development of 
the stormwater strategy. 

Puget Sound plan revisions have been coordinated 
with ECY stormwater efforts and with the tri-county 
proposal(s).
